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The present application is directed to a method for stabilizing an arylcarboxylic acid of 
the formula (I), such as pranoprofen, in which LI is a heterocyclic group, and bromfenac, in 
which LI is an aryl group, by adding thereto a pyridonecarboxylic acid of the formula (IV), such 
as ofloxacin.
